DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 2/1 1/05 has been fully considered and made of 
record. Claims 24-28 are held to be non-elected claims (as reasons provided from 
prior action dated 1 1/12/04). A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected invention (claims 24-28) or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. "A method" (claims 1 2-1 6 and 21 -23, line 1 ) should be changed to: -The 
method-, to reflect the dependent claim formats. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 11-16 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by O.J. Alvarez. This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, paragraph 7, 
dated 11/12/2004 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 2/1 1/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding the objections to dependent claims 12-16 and 21-23. These claims 
are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for same 
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reasons provided from prior action dated 1 1/12/04. Applicant is required to amend the 
claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form. 
Regarding the restriction (see paragraph 1 above). 

Regarding prior art rejections, Applicant contention that the prior art reference fail 
to disclose all the features recited in claim 1 1 and 20 (see "Remarks" page 4-5). The 
Examiner disagrees, because the prior art reference does show that the metal member 
having channel and being extending or extruding as to form receiving portions (i.e., see 
Figs. 1-2). It is noticing that the product formed by the product by process claims of the 
prior art is the exactly same as the formed product of the applicant. Therefore, the prior 
art clearly anticipated each and every features of the present invention. Further, 
regarding the extruding step, it is conventional old and well known in the art that 
extending the metal portions of the contact member by extruding process. 

It is also noted that Applicant's arguments are more specific than the claim 
language. Applicant lends great means to the term "extruding ". The examiner takes 
the position that the term "extruding " is broad and has not been greatly limited by the 
claims. Since extruding process is conventional and known in the art and since the 
prior art product having the same structural elements including receiving areas as 
claimed by the present application. Therefore, the art relied upon satisfies the 
examiners interpretation of the claim language. Applicant's arguments do not comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (c) because they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which 
he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the 
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references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how the 
amendments avoid such reference or rejections. 

This application contains claims 24-28 drawn to an invention nonelected. A 
complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Interviews After Final
